Ask B. P.W. To Reconsider 


Strongly-worded Statements Issued To 
Tax Association Members and Voters 


The Finance Committee and the 
directors of the Andover Taxpay- 
ers’ Association this week asked 
the Board of Public Works to re- 
consider its recent action in grant- 
ing its laborers a 25 per cent wage 
increase, The requests, incorpor- 
ated in reports to the voters and 
to the Taxpayers Association mem- 
bers, were the result of several 
meetings held by both groups in 
unprecedented town-meeting ac- 
tion. 

The trustees of Spring Grove 
cemetery also released this week 
a statement in which they report- 
ed a similar increase for their em- 
ployees. The statement was in the 
same general tone as the two oth- 
er reports. In it, the cemetery 
trustees accredited their increase 
to the fact that two other depart- 
ments had granted increases after 
a “supposedly fixed budget” had 
been established. They said that 
their action was necessary despite 
the fact that they “in good faith 
intended to continue the wage 
scale as before” since “the budgets 
led the voters to understand the 
wages were to remain as before.” 

Both the Finance Committee and 
the Taxpayers Association direc- 
tors expressed themselves strong- 
ly against the way in which the 
Board of Public Works had grant- 
ed the increases. The Finance 
Committee stated “It was under-
